The study of U. S. technological capabilities under the 
direction of Dr. Killian is now getting under way. He hopes to assem- 
ble his top staff in Washington on September 13 to begin a three to 
five months intensive study of the problem outlined in Dr. DuB ridge’s 
memorandum of May 2h with which you are already familiar. 

The study group, designated as the Technological Capabilities 
Panel (TCP) of tbs O'M Science Advisory Committee, will include approxi- 
mately 25 full-time professional personnel assigned to projects embrac- 
ing the three principal technical areas of the study* D r. Killian has 
a Deputy Director and a Steering Committee to assist in the over-all 
direction and evaluation.
